To reduce the ratea for the third 
sone from aeven cents for the first 
pound and five cents for each addi- 
tional pound to six cents for the first 
pound and two cents for each addi- 
tional pound. 

To reduce the ratea for the fourth 
aoao from alghi eaata tor tba flrat 
pound and alx eaata tor aaeh addi- 
tional poniW to aaraa eeata tor the 
first pound and tour centa tor each 
additional pound. 

To reduce the rates for the fifth 
zone from nine cents for the first 
pound and seven cents for each ad- 
ditional pound to eight cents for the 
flrat poaad aad alz eeata tor each 
additional pound. 

To reduce the rates for the sixth 
zone from ten cents for the first 
pound anil nine cents tor each ud- 
ditionul pound to nine cents for iIk 
first pouud and eight cents for each 
additional pound.

2t) miles of tbe burning ship, picked 
them up and hurried to tbe burning 
vessel. She reached tha Rio Grand* 
shortly after 4 o'clock and sent life 

boats to take off her passeiit;ers. 

The passeUKcrs were I rallsfiTi eil 
safely. Inn only «iili i;reMi dilli'ulty. 

A hl^h southwest wind laiised a 
choppy sea and there was daneer of 
lifeboats being crushed against tho 
sidea of the two ateamers. 

The Rio Grande was ready to 
transfer the passengers when the 
i Swanmore hove in «l>;ht and had 
her lifeboats loaded with passengers 
still haiiKin^; on the davits. 

A liferaft. loaded to the edges, 
was overturned by a great wave, 
but it is believed that all who were 
hurled into the sea were saved.
